In Loudon tho rato in 
66 ceats.and at San Francisco, until u 
few da:^8 ato,' ' tho rato was 81-50 for gas 
uitracted from IJritiah Columbia coal on 
■which tho gas company pay 11 duty of 75 
cents per tun. Why, with an abundancu 
of gaa coal within Go miles of Yictoi-ii\, is 
tbia city forced to pay S-l p^-'r thousand for 
■wiiat it consumes? This has always beuu 
a problem which awaits a satisfactory so- 
lution. It is believucl that §2 a thousand 
■would pay a laryo profit to tho company. 
A reduction to that rate would probably 
double the consumption vuthout increas- 
ing tho working coat of pnicluolion to tho 
owners of this tho most proli table busi- 
ness in »he city. Speakiny of the recent 
«drancB in the r^teat San Francisco from 
$1,50 to $2.75 per thousand the Chronicle 
aaya-- — There was an abundant profit in 
BBrving i;a3 at !?i TiO. In most eastern 
cities gftsis less, although in feir is patro- 
natro BO liberal as hci-o. In Loudon sj.ts is 
furnished at tho oxtTaordiiinry rate of tiD 
cents per thousand, and many gas coni- 
paniea return good dividends to their 
stookholders. The trouble here is that no 
corporation is content with nioderato pro- 
fits, and noiio seems willing to allow 
healthy competition, which ulae whore is 
looked on 'as the law of trade. The old 
gas company of this city was so complete 
a raonopoly for many years that thoy have 
chafed under competition, and have now 
ended it in tho usual fashion. Tho advaiico 
of rates of gas toSl.'iopor thousand is 
without ci-.uae, and it mie nf the worst ex- 
amples of corporate greed against tlio pub- 
lic, who have no defenso, now that tho 
company to which they look for relief has 
bean captured by the enemy."

There 
are now forty-five ships in that port under 
wheat charters; These ships have a car- 
rying capacity of 94,000 tons of wiieat. 
At this time lust j'car there wore 1)7,000 
tons of tonnage under eiigau'emcnt for 
wheat. Last week there wore 77,000 tons 
of disengaged ("linage in port against 
lOS.OOO tons a year ago; and there are 
287,000 tons on the way, or engaged to 
come, against 201,000 tuna at this date 
last year.' '

Thia ia not, of couise, strictly 
accurate, but there ia high authority for 
treating with contempt the man who, to 
discrerlil tho statement that there aro no 
apples ill an orchard, proves that there 
are two on one tree and three on another. 
Fm 1,700 miles, then, the Canadian Pa- 
eilie iiiUMt be oper.ited out of theprotita of 
In.'ighls rai.sed on the stretch of good land 
between Winnipeg and Calgary; but it ia 
clear that, if the Northwest settler is to 
have a chance to live, tho rate for wheat, 
the L're.it staple of ex])oit, must be cut to 
the l.iwo.sl zero. Did anybody over hoar 
of a thousand mile wheat-haul sU[iport- 
ing itstdl and 1,700 miles of dead-lift be- 
sides f Niib.idy evor^did. It iaan heroic 
impossibility. 'Ihe trade of tho Orient, 
of which Sir Charles used to talk in glow- 
ing periods, exists only in imagination ao 
far as the transcontinental railro.ada aro 
coiiceined. Il giH's to Euro|io by tho 
Cape of llooil Hope and tho Suez Canal, 
and comes lo .\ineiica round Cape Horn. 
I he freights from (.Uiina, India and Japan 
traiiaferred to tho railmada at .San Fran- 
cisco and Portland, Or., do not fill four 
cara a day. If tho Canadian Pacific 
inonopoli-/.,'d tliu trade, it would not give 
empli ly nioiit to more than a train a week. 
Ill short. It la upon the tralHc raised un 
the prairie section, and upon that alone 
that tho entire road must depend for sup- 
port : and it is as painfully manifest aa 
oominoii sense can make it that, unlosa the 
settler is ground to the earth, in which 
case, of coiirsi!, the fertile rogiou would 
soon become a desert ton, tho whole line 
cannot, under any conceivable circum- 
stances, bo run on wheat without gigantic 
and endless loss. The road is already 
mortgaged to the government, and fore- 
closure will not (Oily be hailed by tho 
syndicate as a deliverance, but forced by 
it aa the only means of averting the ruin 
ol ila members. This may be denied just 
irow— wii are living m an era of conven- 
tional falsehood -but so sure asthosun 
rises in the spring of 1880 it will be veri- 
fied to the letter. 

The (|iiesiion of what is to become of 
the Dominion when that occurs is the ap- 
palling problem of the near future.

Mr. Justice Eccrv Zo-ys Licensing 
is Szcoptcii by Section 92 
B.N.A. Aot. 

Ueliuitioii of Trsiile C'oiu- 
aierce.

Ottawa, Sept. 23. — In the aupreino 
court this moruing tho argument in the 
License Act case was commenced by Mr. 
^•Einiliua Irving, (,) C, on behalf of On 
tario. lie ciletl dcjisions of the courts 
aud privy council in cases uf Valiii vu. 
Laiiglois, Kusaell va. (.Jueen, Rugina vs. 
Taylor, (Jitizeiis' Insurance Co. va. Par- 
sons, Uodgu vs. CJuoen, and other cases 
to show that the subject matters of tho 
Dominion Liceilso Act do not come within 
any of tho matlera covered by aeetitui 01 
uf the B. N. A. Act relating to the [lowers 
of tho Dominion parliament, but fall 
within section of that act, a[ipoi tioning 
tho powers of provincial legislatures. 

In the course uf Mr. Irving's address 
Mr. J ustice Strong said that the decisions 
of the privy council in the Russell case 
clearly conflictod witfi their decision in 
the Hodge case. He hail never seen two 
such contrtidictory judgments emanating 
from the same tribunal, but it was for the 
counsel fur the provinces to cl.iini that the 
laat judgment should hold. The court 
had found that in the case of Russell \s. 
Queen the (juestion of municipal jiowora 
was no' touched upon. 

.Mr. Irving tlioiight that juilgiiienl of tbe 
privy eouiieil ii' 'Nissi ll v. (,liii-eu, when 
propei-ly niuli i too I, did not warrant the 
conclusion that l.a been iml upon it by 
the fraiuers of II , Dominion act. 

Mr. Justice Stri ug — The privy council 
should have explained their judgment. 

LtCK.NSK KXOKITKn. 

Mr. .Instice Henry said it appeareil to 
him that the B. N. A. .Vet gave to the l)o- 
uiiuiou parliament powi'r to make laws for 
tho general peace and good government of 
the country, but lliut section !l:i specially ex- 
cepted the siiliji'c-t of lieeiises which was as- 
signed to provincial h gi^lnlioii. 

Mr. Irviiif^ iiroeei diiiu! said Ihat it was pos- 
sible that the J)nTi,i..l,„', ..o^.ht 
iiu|iose a tax in the form of license njion 
every tailor or sbormaker in (.'aiiada, but it 
eoulil scarcely be hehl that they eould ile- 
lino the hours at which such tailors and 
alioeuiakers should open or close tlieir 
shops. The words "Trade and Commerce" 
should bo applieil in the larger anil broader 
aonae, aud not to minute dealings. The 
regulating of the liquor Inule was a mnni- 
cipal or police power. Tin; court of the 
highest appellate jurisilii'tiou li.ail ileteniiiii- 
ed that the Ontario Liei n-;e .\et was within 
the legislative powerof the poninuial legis- 
lature. The Ontario ,\et was in the nature 
of a policy or municipal regulation of a 
luorely local chaiai ter for the good govern- 
ment of taverns, shops, etc., and did not 
interfere with the general rrgulations of 
trade and coinmerco which belongs to the 
Dominion parliament. Mr. Irving devoted 
some time to an explanation that the terms 
trade aud eomineree did not aiijdy to the 
liquor trnflic. .V trader was one en;.;nged in 
buying and selling. Tho liiiuor vriulor was 
licensed to sell only; tlie law said notliilig 
about his buying. \\i innkee])er could not 
be ailjuilgeil a baiikrui)t, he was not a 
trader. The judicial coiuiiiittee of the 
privy council in the Hodge case hail decided 
that tho powor of regulating the liqnm- 
traf&o was 

INCIDE.NTAL TO .Ml'.NICIPAI, POWKRS, 

that thia power was exclusive and not 
concurrent, that the desirability of regu- 
lating tho trallic could not warrant the 
Dominion legislation, and that the as- 
HUmed expedient of making the law uni- 
form throughout tho Dominion on any 
subject within the exclusive jurisdiction 
of tho Provincial legislatures did not give 
jurisdiction lo the Federal parliaiuont to 
interfere and create uniformily. 

Mr. Justice Strong thought the word 
"commerce" was applicable exclusively to 
wholesale dealers. 

Mr. Blake said the word in the B. N. 
A. Act evidently referred to the public 
cummi rcial policy, cuinmercial relationa 
with foreign countries, and similar large 
subjects. 

Mr. Justice .Stnuig — That is to aay, 
commerce ineaiia foreign wholesale deal- 
ing, and trade nioana domestic wholesale 
dealing. 

Mr. Irving in reference to the point aa 
to whether any part of tho Doiniiiion Li- 
cense Act was within tho powers of Fed - 
oral parliament, contended that no part 
of that Act waa se[iarable from its general 
plan and scope, and therefm-o no part 
could bo brought within the legislative 
authority of the Doniiuimi [larliament. 

Mr. S. H. Blake followed Mr. Irving, 
contending that as the power to regulate 
tho liquor trafSo had been declared to ho 
within control of the local legialatunis, 
tho Dominion iiarliament could not be- 
come seized of aucli power by passing a 
general License .\ct for tho whole Diuiiiii- 
ion. If provinces had a right to (leal with 
a aubject at all they had exclusive right. 
Tho decision in the Ruaaell case had no 
bearing whatever upon matters adjudi- 
cated upon in the Hodge case. The judg- 
ment in the Hodge case, upholding the 
provincial act, must bo regarrletl aa a 
judgment against the Dominion act. 

Mr. Blake had not concluded his ad- 
dress when the court rose.

I^ai-tli(|iiakcs. 
Prof Samuel Knuelaud, A. M., 1)., 
of Boston, says in a looturo on earth- 
quakes: 

Tho old theories of tho causes of vol 
canoos liavo gradually lost tho conli- 
denco of geologi.sts. Mallet's theory is 
now generally admitted as tho best ex- 
planation, to-wit, that iu cooling from 
ahiglily heated nebulous matter, the 
crust of the eartli has shrunk upon tho 
center, more readily according to its 
thinness, and tho most so, therefore, in 
former geological ages; this shrinking 
and failing in of strata of immenso ox- 
tent and tliicknoss, by tho motion, de- 
velop a groat amount of heat, sullieient 
to melt rocks aud the sedimentury de- 
posits l,)etween the crust and the nucle- 
us, which, by the agenc}' of steam from 
the admitted waters, aro brought to the 
surfaco in tho form of lavas. 

That tho same cause has produced 
both the elevations and depressions on 
the earth's surface may l)o inferred 
from the fact that the lu!ii;lil of tho 
loftiest mountains and the depth of the 
deepest ocean aro about :ilike. A.s con- 
nected wjth llie cause of e:irt luiuakes 
hero maintained, it may be meutioned 
that tho 171)1 eruption of Vesuvius 
yioldcd -16,000,000 cubic feet of lava, 
that of .Etna, iu 16(5!), twice that 
amount, and that of Skaplar Jokul, iu 
Icolattd, in two years, twenty-one cubic 
miles. Where the heal Licm'rated by 
friction of subsidenc.o is not .sullieient to 
liquify the rocks, mud volcanoes, as in 
Java mid Hawaii, are produced; and as 
the volcanic energy lessens, geysers and 
hot springs denote tho expiring forces. 
Though in such localities you may o.k- 
poct tlio earthquake, as a rule yon need 
not fear an outburst. 

The theories of eartlKiuakes .are nu- 
merous, and fanciful iu tho extreme. 
No satisfactory connection with at- 
mospheric conditions has been proved, 
oxcopt lis a more accessory; tlioy occur 
everywhere a* all seasons of the year 
and in all geologic formations antl 
times. They seom to follow no law of 
puriodieily, and :u-o app;irenlly inde- 
pendent of volcanoes. The theory of 
thoir nature now usaally accepted ia 
that of Mallet, viz., that an oartliiiiiako 
is tho passage of a wave past an observ- 
er, in any direction, with a force and 
velocity depending on tho activity of 
the can.se and the nature of the strata 
through which it passes — a vibratory 
movement like that of a wuvo of sound, 
transmitted, reilectod and refracted by 
the earth; it may originate beneath the 
sea, causing a destructive tidal wave 
hundreds of miles distant. This wave 
can bo measured by cunningly devised 
instruments. 

Having visited the oarthqtiako-ront 
districts of Iceland, the .S:indwich and 
I'hillipiiio Islands and tho Mi;ditt(!rra- 
nean basin, I am of the opinion that al- 
most all of tho extended modern earth- 
quakes have boon tho result of subsid- 
ence and not of explosions. 

Wherever in tho cooling, shrinking 
crust, support is taken away by con- 
traction, pressure, chemical action, 
emission of lavas, corroding and heated 
waters, occasional explosions, aided 
possibly by terrestrial, meteorological 
or astronomical causes, the strata fall 
in; these may bo hundreils of miles in 
area and leagues in thickness, with 
more or loss viohmt depression, pro- 
ducing a shock which may be transmit- 
ted to great distances by land or be- 
neath the water. In certain fractures 
of the crust, produced oven in remote 
geological ages and in favorable strata, 
much boat and consequent chemical 
action m:iy liquefy the surrounding 
rooks and cause a ilow of lava. This 
undermining or corrosion I conceive to 
be tho i)redisposing cause of cartii- 
qual;es, the shock being the ell'ect car- 
ried for long distances, with a violence 
and direction depending on tho elastic 
character of tho strata. 

In old geological times tho disloca- 
tions or uplifts of str:ila, called 
"faults," were doubtless iiccMuiipanicd 
by earthquakes and wiu'c ihiMi their 
most common causr; but, as the tension 
and pressure whicii formed tlietlien im- 
mense folding have in a groat measuro 
ceased, subsidence may bo a moru sat- 
isfactory explanation than tipliuavaL 

How to Sleep. 

In a recent paper read before tho 
Boston Society for Medic:il Improve- 
ment, Dr. R. Hodges said: "It is a 
common impression tiiat to take food 
immediately before going to bed and 
to sleep is unwise. .Such a suggestion 
is answered by tho reminder lhat the 
instinct of auimals piompls them to 
sloop as soon as liiey have eaten; aud 
in summer an afler-dinnor na]). espec- 
ially when tho meal is taken at mid- 
day, is a luxury indulged in by many. 
Neither darkness nor season alters the 
conditions. If the ordinary liour of the 
evening meal is G or 7 o'clock, an in- 
terval of iwclvo hours, or more, elaps- 
es without food, and for persons whoso 
nutrition is at fault this is altogether 
loo long a period for fasting. That 
such an interval without food is per- 
mitted explains many a restless night, 
and much of tho liead and back ;iche, 
and the languid, half-r(!.sted condition 
on rising, which is accompanied by no 
appetite for breakfast. This moal oft- 
en dissipates these sensations. It is, 
therefore, desirable, if not essential, 
when nutriment is to be crowded, that 
tho last thing Ijcfore going to hv.d 
should bo tho taking of food. Sleep- 
lessness is often c:iuseil Ijy starv;ttion, 
and a tumbler of milk, if drank iu tho 
liiiddle of tho night, will often put 
])ooplo to sloop when hypnotics would 
fail of their purpose. Food before 
rising is an equally important oxpedi- 
ont It .supplies strength for bathing 
and dr(!ssing, hiborious and weari- 
some tasks for t,he underfed, and is a 
bettor morning 'pick-me-up' than any 
hackneyed 'tonic' " — Boston Ouselte.
